CONTACT WITH FLYING SAUCERS 
or 
The Problem of Communication With Outer Space 


This lecture is an answer to the many questions 
about the believeability of the space messages 

and meetings with space beings claimed by so 

many contactees. It is the purpose of the Direct+ 
or of BSRA to put forth here certain standards 

by which the earnest Saucer researcher can 

judge the validity of the message for himself. 


Mankind has always looked to the heavens for spiritual guidance. Where 
he hasn't been sure of receiving this guidance directly he has always looked 
to others, professionel or amateur, to give him the message from on high. 
This is true of all the inspired religions of past and present. It is also 
true of the Flying Saucer phenomenon and the Visitors from outer space. 


It always has been and always will be a problenm of commmication. In 
some cases, probably to make sure of being properly understood, the Visitors 
have appeared in human bodies and spoken the language of the curious or 
frightened earth wan. In other cases the Visitors have chosen to take advan- 
tage of the latent or active mediumship of a handy human being. This is pro- 
bably simpler for them. From our side it poses the problem of the accuracy of 
transmission of the message. It also puts the contactce in the position of 
daring his listeners to call hima lier! The latter ís one reason why I have 
peen content to collect, analyze and talk about other peoples* experiences! 

I may be guilty of biased opinions or faulty judgement, but like you my audience 
I am also engaged in an earnest search for truth. 


THE FIVE KINDS OF MEDIUMSHIP 


Aside from the direct physical contacts, and we'll get in to some of those 
later, I believe it would be well to define and give examples of the different 
kinds of mediumship. This kmowledgse in itself will add to your power of dis- 
erminiathon, your ability to separate ‘the true from the false, 


Suppose we start off with Clairanudience, clear hearing, as one kind of 
medlumship. A good example of clean hearing with the inner sar wouldbe Dan 
Fry. He is the individual who was offered a chance to ride in a Flying Saucer 
at White Sands Proving Ground, New Mexico on July 4th, 1950. If you read Dan's 
fascinating accout of the experience you will remember that a space ship set 
itseif down silently in front of him there in the desert night. Technical 
curiosity overcoming his natural caution, Dan walked up to the dark and mys- 
terious visitor and passed his hand over the hull, to test the temperature. 


“Better not touch the hull, pal, it's still hott” 
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When this voice shattered the silence Dan jumped back a dozen feet., with 
a-hard fall over a greasewood shrub. This began a two-way conversation with 
the operator of the space ship which finally resulted in Dan's accepting an 
offer of a short ride. He thought the voice camo to him froma loud speaker 
mouited on the outside of the hull. It wasn't until he was Inside the UFO 
that he discovered it was nander remote control from a mother ship miles above. 
Evon wore startiing was the realization that the voice of the pilot, Alan, 
was apeaking inside his own head. The Visitor bad by-passed Dan Fry's eara 
add was activating the hearing center in the brain, directly’ 


Alan gave Dan Fry some very logical reasons for that kind of mediumietic, 
clairaudient contact at that time, July, 1950. 


"Our bodies must become biologically adapted to your (earth) environment , 
so that whon we come among you we will be identical with your people, This 
will require ab least Pour more years. . . The gravity to which we are accua- 
torsd is but little more than one-half of ‘shat which existe upon earth. If we 
wore to land now upon the surface of your planet end leave the protection of 
‘our ships, the high gravitational Paine would put a severe strain upon our ine 
ternal organs. Ina few days this would produce serious illness and eventually 
death, . . By remaining in our ships where we can control the force to which 
we are subjected, and by Increasing that forca by smali but regular incrementa, 
we can build up the supporting tissues and strengthen our muscular systers un- 
til, eventually, your gravity will becoms ag naturel to us as our own ie now." 


Dan Fry's Clairaudience in this case was invo naar stimulated Prom out- 
side. There are ways of developing voluntary Claliraudience but right now let's 
go on to the second Kind of modiumship, Clairoyance. 

Clairvoyance means clear sseing. A good example of clear-seeing anong the 
contactees would be Orfeo Angelucci. In his book, “The Secret of the Saucers," 
he describes his first contact in Los Angeles om Mey 23, 1992. As in the case 
of Ten Fry, Orfeo cp was apparently chosenfor contact because of certain 
sensitivity. He was working swing shifs at Lockheed at the time and on this 
particular night the Visitors began tuning him up for contact an hour and a 
half before quitting tirs. 


"When the quitting whistle sounded,” says Orfeo, "I was so exhausted I 


ce 


could scarcely stand." 


An odd, pricking sensation had been running through his hands and arms 
and up into the back of his neck since 11 p.m. On the way home Angelucei 
sensed a me of some kind about him and driving along Victory Boulevard "I 
had the illusion that the night was growing brighter es though enveloped in a 
eoft golden haze. Directly ahead and slightly ebove my line of vision T saw 
a faintly red-glowing, oval-shaped object." 


This UFO eventually led Orfeo to drive off the road inte a deserted field 
and park his car. leaving two, smailer globes behind it the UFO then angled 
steeply into the sky and disappeared like a meteor. The smaller UFOs, twin 
ovolds of eerie, lumin S9C nt green fire hovered over Angeluccits car. Out of 
them he “heard a masculine voice in strong, well-modulated tones and speaking

He was told that tho swall green disks were "instrumente of transmission 
and reception comparable to nothing on earth.” I suspect that one of the 
functions of the diacs was to tune up or open up both the clairvoyant as 
clairaudient centers in Angelucci’s brain. Thia would hele te account ? 
his strong physical reactions. Also I doubt very nuch if any casual Eii 
passing by would have goon or heard anything thet Angelucci gaw and heard, 
wnlesa that observer had Extra Sengory Perception within the range of tho ine 
strument being used by Angelucci's Visitors. 


In this initial contact Orfeo Angelucci was given only the broadest of 
hints as to the purposes of the Visitors in coming to E a and in cone 
tacting him.

THE TRANCE MEDIUM 


The fourth kind of mediumship is that of trance. One of the beat examples 
of a trance modium is my friend, Mark Probert. Through the help of Meade Layne 
and Borderland Sclences Research Associates the trance-lectures of Mark Probert 
have becoxe widely imown in the Western world, In most casea the trance madi- 
um is hypnotized or entranced from the other side by the controlling entities, 
and then one or the other takes temporary control of the medlum's body and talks 
or other wise communicates at the physical level. This type of modiumship hag 
many variations. It might be well to differentiate while we're on It. 


In Mark's cage the controlling entities are quite willing to identify 
themsalves and to carry on extended conversatiogs with whomever might be pre- 
Bent at the seances, In fact warm social relations are 4 markod characteris» 
tic of the Probert trance-lectures. But consider the life-long work of Edgar 
Cayce. Cayce used auto~hypnesis once he really got started with his ministry. 
He put himself into a trance to give his famous “readings.” And the controlling 
entities working with him, giving life readings or medical diagnosis, absolutos 
ly refused to identify themselves. They showed an unswerving dedication to 
and concentration on the two chosen fielda of service. 


Those are two aplendid examples of tho highest kind of trance mediumhip, 
but now let us turn from the temporary to the permenens change. The kind where 
the original developer and owner of the body takes off, for good, and leaves 
it with a new occupant’ 


One of the strangest and best documented cases of this kind is that of 
the Hungarian girl, Iris Farcezady. One night in August, 1933 this brilliant, 
moody, la-year old school girl wne to bed sick, io her home im Budapest. The 
next morning Iris! parents found they had a stranger In their home. Here's 
how her mother deacribed it when the girl woke up. 


“Immediately she began to shout in some foreign language , jumped Prom hey 
bed and tried to rush from the house.. We talked to hey but she did not undere 
stand ue. We caught hold of her and she was terrified. She kept on shouting 
and crying. Then we discovered that she was talking in Spanish: No one knew 
that lenguage in our family; we did not understand her -- ghe kept on mentione 
ing Madrid and someone named Pedro. 


It was some weeks later, after teaching German to the stranger in Iria! 
body, that they could talk to her and discover who she was, Lucia de Salvio, 
a Spanish charwowan,. Lucia hed died of tuberculosis in Madrid a few days 
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earlier. She was, or had been, forty yours old and tho mother of fourteon 
children. And so, the personality of the studious Hungerian girl had sud- 
Aonly given way to tho personality of a "Madrilena," vivacious, fond of singing 
Spanish songs and dancing in the stylo of the Hidalgos. 


Two years after the event which gave the prematurely aged Spanish senora 
tho body of a fifteen yoar old girl, a sometime occult investigator, Cornelius 
Tabori, went out to the Farczady home to verify the amazing etory himself., 


"You must realize that Iris is dead,” insisted Mrs. Farczady, "that this 
person you are talking to is Lucia, the Madrid charwoman." 


"But hor body, her face, her hands," Tabori argued, "they are Iris Far- 
czady's and. g 


"Yes ," Mrs. Farczady interrupted, "The body of my darling Iris remained 


with us -- but tho soul of Lucia moved into it. . . My little Iris was a sad, 
serious, melancholy girl, deeply artistic and thoughtful. . . Lucia on the 
other hand is full. of life and gaiety. # l 
family 


The Farczady/had accepted the stranger into their home and made their 
adjustments, what else could they do? It was all beyond Tabori who wrote in 
hig "Occult Diary": "Thero is no explanation. . . I've only recorded what I've 
seen." A brief review of the Farczady story, as told by Tabori, is in Fate 
Magazine for June, 1953. 


THE "THIRD EYE" LAMA 


Another example of the permanont chango of personalities, and this is 
closer to Flying Saucer research, is that of the individual who identifies 
himself as T. Lobsang Rampa, a one time Tibetan monk. Rampa claims to have 
taken over the body of the Eaglishmen, Cyril Hoskin, when the former owner 
voluntarily gave it up some tine betwoen 19:7 and 1649. I kmow that this is 
possible in principle because a couple of similar cases have come under my 
own observation. But I still have reservations about Hogkin-Rampa, if only 
becauye the Tibetan priesthood hag a bad cdor which I can smell here in the 
United States! There are occult shenanigans going on in and around T. Lobsang 
Rampa but in the long run I'11 wager they'll do the Flying Saucer movement 
more harm than good. My observation is based on one principle or idea; this 
ig that the coming of tho Visitors from Outer Space portends a revolution in 
consciousness for mankind. This revolution will shatter, is shattering, our 
established ways of life. The power of the Tibetan Lamas was based on the 
Status quo, their control over the religious and economic life of their poor 
country. A conservative, reactionary group like that will do everything in 
thelr power to prevent a revolution Prom taking place. A part of their "silence" 
program would be discrediting the Visitors and ridiculing the contactees. I 
know that Rampa's writings appear to favor our Saucer research work at present, 
though even that is debatable because of the unfavorable national publicity he 
has received, but I believe that eventually he will be publicly discredited in 
such & way as to embarrass the whole movement. It cannot be otherwise consi- 
dering the reactionary base from which he claims to operate. The forward- 
looking program of the Visitors just does not harmonize with the power-greedy 
programs of organized priesthoods .

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TMPRESS TONALISM or TELEPATHY 


The fifth kind of mediumship is really the most comen, It can happen to 
anyone whose mind is in a receptive or negative state. Positive ideas or 
images can be impressed on it from outside. These visions or images may be 
projected at you from someone close by, wife or husband, relative, friend or 
business associate, You might recéiveoutside ideas from anyone of the other 
gix levels or planes of existence recognized by the Mystery Schools.-- and from 
gome they dont know about’ 


Vicious, greedy, immoral impulses come from the lower emotional or astral 
levels. Positive emotions of love, sympathy, joy, uiselfishness come from the 
higher astral levels. There are discarnate humans who still want to meddle 
in earth life and they will try to get us share in their emotional life, good 
or bad. ‘Then we also have to reckon with feelings and ideas projected at us 
by beings of other evolutions, non-human; somo may be on this planet, evolving 
side by side with us; others may be from other planets and systems and from 
higher, formless levels of existence. 


In considering Telepathy or ISP (Extra Sensory Perception) we would do 
well to keep in mind that emotions and thinking are really two different levels 
of existence. Each is a world in itself. For most of us, you and me, any 
thought is usually tinged with Peelings of some kind. Most of our thinking Is 
about personal problems and that means desires, wants. And yet many of us do 
have impergonal goals, end when we are thinking about these higher aims, out- 
side ourselves, our thinking takes on a different quality. If your goal is to 
serve wankind in some helpful way you attract the attention of those Beings 
dedicated to the advancement of the race and they will edd to it some of their 
power and inspiration. If there is one point I would like to get across in 
this talk it is that we are never alone in our thinking and feeling. Around 
us in the invisible but very real worid is a host of spirits, ready at every 
moment to indulge in and add to whatever vibration we may be sending forth. 
You may resolutely shut ont one type of obssessing entity, say im your desire 
to over come your vices; but you'll only open yourself wp to others looking 
for Instruments to help mankind along its evolutionary path! 


THE ESP CONTACTES 


Now we come again to those human beings who apparently have been chosen 
for contact. They ecem to have been more open-minded and open-hearted toward 
the strange and unusual; and they seem to have been motivated by a sincere 
desire to help their fellowren -- at the time of the original contact at 
least. Dan Fry brought up this point during his meeting with Alen in 1950. 


"Your statements imply that you propose to use me in some project which 
involves. the scientific advancement of the people of earth. Why pick me?" 


“We have investigated the minds of many of your top ecientists," Alan 
replied. "In every case we found that their minds head hardened into the mould 
of their present conceptions. They have advanced too far, Consequently they 
would have too far to retreat. . . What we need are minds sufficiently open 
to receive evidence (even though that evidence be contrary to all preconceived 
opinion) and minds sufficiently agile to assimilate that evidence and arrive at 
logical coneclusiors ."

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ADAMSET'S FIVE QUALIFICATIONS FOR CONTACT 


One of the most colorful figures in Flyigg Saucer research, and one of 
the earlicst entrants into the field, is George Adamski. The controvergy over 
the reality of Adamski's pictures and contacts has been long and bitter, and 
will continue to bu so Por years to come. T have two good reasons for believ- 
ing that the Saucer landing near Desert Center, California on Nov. 20, 1952 
actually happened. There Adamski claims to have had telepathic communion with 
a being from Venus, for about half an hour.

The founder and/director of BSRA, Meade Layne, wont to the Mark Probert 
Controls with the news clipping on the Desert Centor landing, almost as soon 
as he recoived it. The Yada confirmed that the lending and the meeting had 
taken place. The othor reason is that a Saucer researcher actually got an 
Air Force officer to admit that Project Saucer files did have a report of a 
UFO sighting in the Desert Conter area on that fateful Nov, 20th. And both 
Adamski and Ric Williamson have stated that an Air Force plane circled around 
over head while the Venugian scout ship was on the ground. 


A reasonable question continually raised by people all over Auerica Is, 
why should a nonentity like George Adamski (1952), with little formal education 
and no official position, be chosen to receive such world-shaking information? 


In his second book, "Insido The Space Ships,” Adamski writes that he was 
told he qualified for contact on five counts: First, the sincerity of his in- 
terest in the subject; Second, his interest lead to action -- of obtaining 
proof and talking and “writing ’ bout it in spite of ridicule and hostility; 
Thivd, that he could hold to his inner conviction of the reality of the Visi- 
tors in the Pace of criticism; Fourth, he refused to commercialize on his 
startling information; and Fifth, ho used discretion when he talked, realizing 
that some things are better left unsald to some people. 


WILLIAMSON'S EARLY CONTACT 


As long ss we have montioned Ric Williamson here it would be appropriate 
to the messuges he and Al Bailey and their Prescott group recolved with a 
homemade Ouiji board. This was during the summer of 1952 a Tew months prior 
to that Nov. eOth landing. Ouiji board messages are a primitive or early type 
of the fifth kind of mediwmship, Impressionalism. The 1952 Prescott messages 
are contained in an intcresting little book, "The Saucers Speak," put together 
by Williamson and Bailey and published by the Now Age Publishing Co., 1542 
Glendale Blvd,, Los Angelos 26. ; 


- My personal belief- is that this first book of Tiamat e is a signifi- 
cant contribution to Saucer literature. It certainly contains a high philo- 
sophy of life and many startling items of a scientific nature, for instance 
that the belt of asteroids betwoen Mars and Jupiter is the remains of a planet 
blom up ages ago in an all-out atomic var betweun two great races which oc- 
cupied it. One of the most important things in contacts of thia type is that 
the human beings receiving the information gob confirming data from outside 
sources to convince them that their contact is genuine. A good example of 
this is the message they received on Aug. 17, 1952.

"Zo speaking: I am on Bell Flight 8 at 50 miles altitude. We promise 
to transmit on 340 kc. to 405 kc. with Internation Morse Code 6-22-52 at 7 
miles altitude .” 


This message source indicated that Boll Flight 8 would be over Winslow, 
Arizona on the above date. The Williamson group did prevail upon a ham radio 
operator in Prescott to listen in on the specified wave lengths that day and 
he did receive many strange code signals, but best of all was word from a 
friend on the staff at the Lowell Observatory at Winslow that the big telse 
scope would be making celestial observations on the 22nd “but did not say 
what thoy were looking for or why," Then om Aug. 26th a radio message was 
received saying, "You will see us in tho sun at high tims tomorrow." 


Williamson says the next day, the 27th, a fleet of aluminum colored discs 
was seen over Ywm, Arizona at high noon and the Los Angeles Times for the 26th 
carried a news item that the Wilson Observatory had cbeerved strange, gigentic 
sun spots at noon the day before’ 


From the viewpoint of the communicators the Oviji board is dosirable bes 
cause of better control of accuracy. Our alphabet offers only twenty-six 
choices, A through Z, in the brain of the medium. Spelling out the words of 
a meseago, one letter at a time, may be slow but at least the control has a 
good chance to get through the word ho wants. More advanced types of Impres- 
sionalisa allow more freedom of choice to the medium and thus greater chance 
for miginterpretation or coloring. 


AUTOMATIC WRITING 


The first step in mediumship, for the here-living, is usually table-tipe 
ping and table-rapping. This is primarily to catch and hold the attention of 
the seanco group. If the group holds together the next step in establishing 
rapport between consciousnesses is the Ouiji board. If the attitude of hare 
mony and persistence can be maintained by the prowlers on the borderland the 
communication bridge can be advanced another step to what is often called 
automatic writing. At this siago also the quality of the controls may change; 
that is, beings from any of a nuber of levels above the Astral may core 
through and give really worthwhile advice and? information about life, This 
happens only if the movtives of the medium and the group around him remain 
completely impersonal. Few people here on the earth today can be brought bo 
realize or undorstand this, and I cannot make 1b too emphatict Pure truth, 
pure wisdom from the spiritual or etheric world requires pure desire on the

THE AUTOMATIC WRITING OF PEGGY "CLAUDAS" LE GRAND 


In these last two or three years of the 1950s much worthwhile material 
seems to be coming forth from the immer worlds, or outer space, whichever you 
choose to call it. From the practical to the fantastic one can Lind almost 
any type of messags to suit his needs One channel who cane to my attention 
goon after taking over the directorship of BSRA in June, 1959 wag Peggy le 
Grand, of Charlottesville, Virginia. 


The thing that attracted me to her work with outer space Beings was that 
they were now (1958) urging a program of worldwide cooperation of Saucer ro- 
search groups. This seemed to be the answer to the complaint common to. ao 
many of us who have beon in the field since the late 1940s. Ten long years 
had gone by and still no outward change in the Flying Saucer phenomenon, no 
world-wide recognition by establiahed governmenta or authorities, all we were 
doing was continuing to pile up sighting data, who was going to make the next 
move? 


Apparently it will have to be from outer space because there certainly 
is no group here on earth thet could submerge ite differences and come up with 
agreed-upon, authoritative, all-ezbracing statement on the Visitors. Could it 
come from the scientists? I doubt it, Could the organized religions get to- 
gether? What a ridiculous ideal Then what abouts governments? I guess that 
last one answers itself, doesn't it. Our own Congressmen and Senators cant 
even get a reasonable statexzent from our own Air Force! 


So, the "Astaron" messages struck me as being the first glimmer of Phase 
Two of the Flying Saucer phonotenon; for I believe it is high time that some 
kind of world-wide network or organization should come into being. It will 
have to be outside of and independent from any of mankind's established inati- 
tutions of the Old Order. The New Age requires new organizations established 
on higher principles. That is why these New Age measages are coming through 
comparative nonentities. A person in an established institution would be 
literally undermining the structure from within if he took a firm, positive 
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stand on tho roality of the Visitors and thoir space ships. All of our social 
organizations in the western world today, whethor scientific, religious or 
economic, are based on the ego-contric assumption that this is tho only ine 


hebited planet in the universe. 


THE CIRCLE OF THREE 


The program of cooporation envisaged by Astaron is directed toward a note 
work of Saucer groups circling tho carth threo times, and also linking us 
with our sister planets to make anothor circle -of three, Earth, Mare and Fonus. 


Poggy's intimate guides and teachers seem to havo lived on earth recently 
bub they apparently have an interplanetary outlook because they remenber other 
lives spent on Mars and Morcury. This is probably true of all genuine contac- 
toes; somewhere in thoir past -- and this was made very clear to Orfeo Angele 
ucci - each has a karmic tio with another planet in the solar system. 


Another interesting aspect of Mrs. LeGrand's automatic writing is the 
moaseges which sho appears to be receiving from the Founding Fathers of Ameri- 
ca, In fact, messages coming from one individual who identifies himself as 
Thomas Jefferson urged her to move as closely as poseiblo to Monticello, hia 
last earthly home. There sho is within the magnetic aura of that great shrine 
of the Republic. I believe Peggy LeGrand has quite a job ta do in channeling 
through cortain types of New Ago information. 


COMMUNICATION BY ELECTRONICS 


We Americans are rathor a material minded people; also we love gadgets; 
and furthermore, with good reason, we have an inborn scepticism of mediums. 
We know only too well that sometimes thoy dons even know when they are deseiv- 
‘ing themselves, The Visitors aro well aware of this, the problem of getting 
accurate mossages through, You may be sure that mach " experimental work is 
being done in many places to perfect-electronic equipment for direct outer 
apace contact. Peggy LeGrand was urged to gst electronic engineers into her 
Circle of Three. She was informed that tho famous inventor, Samuel F.B.Morae, 
had been working for years on an Astral communication center to Serve ag a 
link between our physical plano end higher levels, as well as other planets. 
Here ig one of Astaron's comments on the mattor, received June 30, 1958 


“You ask about telepathic reception. Yes, we use a machine that steps up 
reception, effects the ‘third eye’ very considerably, stimulates thet gland -e 
the pituitary gland. Our machine will, in time, make telepathic ability to 
reach us greater than it is now, and another electronic device will give your 
group audible reception later cA. Narr will send you the system to use, the 
plan for the machine." And here Astaron makos a direct reference to the fiih 
kind of modiumship, Impressionalism. “Most men of earth will nob sense our 
presence as we walk among you, but many vill know us. All who have contacted 
us as you do, or in other ways, will recognize us as we move among you." 


There is ono more combacteo who should be mentioned befere we pasa on to 
the three types of mediumship, I am thinking now of George Van Tassel, whose 
annual Conventions in the high California desert at Giant Rock have done as 
much or more than anyone else in giving form and purpose bö our movement. 
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THE COLLEGE OF UNIVERSAL WISDOM, AT GIANT ROCK 


George V-n Tassel was apparontly choson for contact, just aa wero Orfeo 
Angolucci and Daniol Fry; but unlike thom ho appears to have doliboratoly åo- 
veloped himsclf through conscious recognition of tho latent teicpathic powers 
of his owo wind. He writes of this development in tho preface to his little 
book, "I Rode A Flying Saucer," publishod in 1992. 


"T am not limited to this atmosphore to fiy,” writes George. “I am ree 
ceptive to all vibrations throughout space, without dopending on a transmite 
ting station to project manemedo plietures or sound. Thies is true freedom. 

I am not afraid to leave this dense material body. T have found unlimived 
truo life while I am within the confines of ite physical limite. The universe 
is mine to explore ." 


Van Tassel writes thas after bringing thie "effect" within his control 
he learned “how to separate the true vibrations from the discorde.» Then cone 
tact wes wade with an “uneean intelligence" and instructions were given to 
organize and hold a series of regular mootings “to consolidate our effort, 
in unity, to add more powor, to make the receptivity moro sensitive and 


bs O: 


casier to control, 


George doesn't date the beginning of these meetings but the Tirst message 
in his book was received on Jan. 6, 1992. Ho Pound through experience shat 
many of tho vibrations received sould be harmful, could “burn up bis body” 
if he weren*t careful, The transmission from bis Space Visitors waa really 
estrone. 


"This particular vibretion is exceptionally powerful, and the co-operation 
I received from its source assisted mo in many ways to gradyveally become ace 


customed to its power. . . As I receive the message, it la spoken from my 
physical ‘loud speaker’ and recorded in shorthand." 


later he acquired a tape recorder to capture the “volceg” of these many 
Visitors whose masterful tones boomed through the mooting room under the 
Giant Rock. Van Tassel retained full consciousness while this was going on. 
For those who are used only to trance mediumship, with the medium's persone 
ality shoved aside, it was rather disconcerting to have George making comments 
of his own during the seances., The material is such that ib has comanded my 


attention and respect. Tu has meat In it. Ib requires thinking. Te is worlds 


apart from the sweetness and light hooey put out by the phoney contacteoa’

Consider Ashtar's first meesege, received on July 18, 1952. Here are one 
or two excerpts: "We have not been concerned with their (the nuclear physio 
cists) explosion of plutonium and 0235, the Uranium mother element; this atom 
is an inert element. We are concerned, however, with thelr attempt to explode 
the hydrogen element. This elemont is life-siving along with five other ole- 
ments in the alr you breathe, in the water you drink, in the cmmposition of 
your physical self. fn much of your material planot ja this life-giving atomic 
substance, hydrogen. . , When they explode the hydrogen ation they shall ortine 
guish life on this planet. They are tinkering with « formula thoy do not come 
prehend. They are destroying a life-giving eloment of the Creative Intelligence 
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. We aro not concornod with man's dosiro to continuo war on this planot, 
Shan. Wo aro concorned with thoir doliborato dotermination to extinguisa 
humanity and turn this planct into a cindor. 


This indicates that the Guardians of tho planot woro monitoring the minds 
of the scientists of tho Atomic Energy Commission ovon then, and knew of the 
plan of setting off one atomic explosion on top of another In tho lagoon at 
Eniwotok, This suicidal oxperimont was actually set up for try-oub in the 
spring of 1953; fortunatoly for us somo Light got through to the ogomaniacs 
quiding the atomic onergy program at that time and the experiment was called. 
off at tho last momont. 


Van Tassel had his firet contact with Ashtar on July 18, 1952. That 
whole month was one of pronounced Flying Saucer activity over the whole globe, 
Keyhoe has dotalled the American sightings in the "July Crisis” chapter of 
his book, "Flying Saucers From Ovber Spaco,” Some of the best Flying Saucer 
pictures I’ve ever seon were taken that momth, George Stock got five good 
pictures of a Scout saucer circling hfs home in Passaic, New Jersey on the 29th 
and a young Italian engineer named Monguzzi took fivo clear pictures of e 
Saucer sitting on the ice of a glacier in the Italian Alpe on July 31st. He 
algo got two good plicturse of the thing in the alr as it took off, 


In that July 18th message Ashtar also gaid: "The governments on the plan- 
et Shan (earth) have conceded that we aro of a higher intelligence: They must 
concede also that wo are of a higher authority.” 


As though to demonstrate that authority, two nights later squadrons of 
Saucers moved freely through the air over the Netion's capitol for about 
five hours, from shortly after mid-night until dawn. George Van Tassel and 
the groups ’ meeting with him at Giant Rock had good reason to believa the 
validity of their contacts at that timo. 


VAN TASSEL'S HONESTY 


I mot George and his wife at Giant Rock for the first time in the Pall 
of 1957, after Mra. Crabb and I had moved to Southern California from Honolulu. 
I had bought his book of messages, read it and used items from it in my lec- 
tures in Honolulu. One of the first things I asked him was if the messages 
were continuing. "No," was bis frank roply, "and T.dont know why they stopped. 
“The only thing I am getting now is technical information on the construction 


of the College.” 


Van Tassel won my respect and admiration for that admission, He said 
that at that time the constant stream of visitors to Giant Rock varied from 
two to five hundred a week. Here was this ready-made audience, hungering for 
more news from outerspace, willing to listen to anything he had to say, and to 
accept it on the authority of his position, and yet he did make the humble ad- 
mission that the messages had stopped. There is a test which many another 
contactee has failed. Granting the reality of thelr first contact or exporte 
ence, waon the notoriety brought a public clamoring for more, these weakliy 
have "resorted to the shabbiest falsehoods to keep themselves “in the limelight. 
This is the tragedy of the Flying Saucer movemont today. Se sates

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THE THREE TYPES OF CONTACT 


Now that I've outlined briefly the five general kinds of ES? or madiun- 
ship it would be well to remind you of the threa different types of contact, 
also; otherwise the picture wouldn't be complete. As it is we are only taking 
a hop, skip and a jump over a subject which well deserves several 1ifetines 
of atudy. 


Tho first type we would mention is the casual or spontangous, A good 
example of that would be Dan Fry's 1950 experience there at White Sands. He 
didn't seek it; it sought him! Here one of the receiving centers in the brain, 
er perhaps the solar plexua, 48 activated from another world or plane of 
consciousness while the message or vision is boing tranemitted. In the draw. 
ing below, copied ont from C .W.Leadbeater's book "The Chakras," are shown the 
general locations of the pineal and pituitery glands. Osccultists are gonore 
ally agreed that these two glands, at the top of the endocrine system, have 
latent within them the powers of communication with other self-conscious 
beings and with other worlds. sesam

The second type of cantact is that of the naturel sensitive or medium, 
By this I mean a person who is born abnormal. In contrast with the Plirat type, 
whose sensitivity ceases a8 soon ag the sender tunes him out, the second type 
keeps receiving almost all the time and cant shut the stuff oub evon when he 
vants to! For most sensitives of this latter type their condition is really 
an atavism, a throwback to an earlier race; for they are receiving through 
the center of the sympathetic nervous system, the solar plexus. And for them 
life is indeed hell on earth, with the world in the miserable state it is 
today. Unless he can live in exceptionally harmonious and peacerul surrowmd- 
ings he is bound to receive or absorb the common output of the mass of mankind, 
hunger, lust, greed and murder. In my opinion natural mediumship is a curse I 
wouldn't wish on my worst enemy. 
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And finally wo mist recognizo a third type of contact, that of the indie 
vidual who has deliberately trained himself in Extra Sensory Perception. 
i George Van Tassel cleims to have done this. He says he bought the Giant Rock 
“property on the High Desert and moved up thers because of the pure alr, the 
posco and quiet which help promote the calm repose necessary to good reception. 
Though in Van Tagselia case T believe there wae a certain latent natural sene 
sitivity which only required recognition and encouragement to coma to Pull 
performance. I supppose I ahould mention here that George Adamski ie another 
who clains to have worked deliberately at the development of ESP. 


DELIBERATE MEDIUMSEIP 


Our third type cf contact is indeed a broad Fiold in itself, Ts haa 
three distinct sub-types which should be point out to you for better wader- 
standing. 


First of all we might monticn the Spiritualiat medium. This is the kind 
of a person who wanba to sexve mnkind by contacting the so-called dead. If 
- not a natural medium the would-be Spiritualiet brains bisoi? or herself by 
"sitting for development,” in a darkened room. The goal of the Spiritualist 
is to be able to transmit messages of consoletion and enlightenment from the 
dear departed to the hore~living. 


Another group of "contecteasa" quite different from the above in training 
and purpose is the devotional mystics of the Christian church. One of the 
best oxanples of thie tygo that comes to mind is St. Therese, "The Little 
Flower." Mediumship of this type seems to be developed lergely through the 
heart cenbor, as the devotional mystic pours oub his love and adoration to 
his religious ideal. In seme ways this is the simplest and safest tyne of 
spiritual development or wioldusnt open to mankind, seeing that it puritiss 
the nature and permits of no deviation from ite goal, love of the Savior. 


This is the only typo cf psychic development which the Christian church 
hes to offer, As only a minority of Americans are of a devotional type, the 
Christian way cannot have mush appeal, the emphasis ig on the emotion of love 
and the ideal of self-sacrifice. One of the primary goals of the Cavucagian 
race is to develop the ming, especially the fore-brain. This is concerned 
with thinking about concrete, physical objecta, Perhaps the Christian relie 
gion ls designed to coumterbalance the inevitable materialism which this mone 
tal development tends to being about. 


Read the myatic experiences of the Catholic Saints and you como to realize 
that they have indeed broken through the veil that separates us from the Ine 
vietble. Their pure devotion carries them on up into the realms of glory 
which are the higher planes or worlde; but when they come back down again into 
this gull physical world what can they offer you in the way of practical ade 
vice for solving your daily problems? The deliborate medilumship of the dovo- 
tional mystic tends to take one away from the world. What we want to do is 
to concentrate the Life Forco of the Creator at the physical lewel. There's 
work to be done in the world. The debris and clutter of the old days bas to bo 
dismantled, broken wo, cleared out. Menkind is calling for new ideas to ban- 
dle new problems on a higher, more cooperative level than in the past. 
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THE OCCULTIST 


New idoas for a new world require clear thinking end this brings us to 
our third and last type of contactee, the Occultist, the follower of the 
Hermetic Path, In contradistinebion to the devotional mystic who works prie 
marily through the heart cember, the student of tho Myater jog of Creehion works 
primarily through the head centers, He develops his thinking povero to an exe 
traordinary degree and belances all the forces of his being through a gradua- 
ted courso of atudy designed to take him from tho Inmen to the superhuman. 


You've all heard of Mystery Schoole I'm suro, the Rosicrucians, Theosophy, 
Zen Buddhism, the Essence of the time of Jesue in Galileos, he apparently stude 
ded with them in his early years. Tho Masonic rite tea chos of the Mysterion, 
or it did in Its earlier years in this country when our Pounding Fathers, Ben 
Franklin, George Weashington and Thomas Jefferson vere manibers. There axe 
other schools not so voll known but apparently offering very effective courses 
of study; Tor instance, the Society of the Toner Light in London and one up 
the coast of California hove at Halcyon. 


How does one become interested in this proceas of turning a man into a 
god? Well, he picks up ome of the popular books on metapaysica and begins 
reading ib. All he is OE for is some ansvers to his probiers. He is 


troubled by som situation in home or office to which here le no pat solution. 
Relatives , TOO , teacher, minister, the local government have all failed to 
come up with a satisfactory aneor, g0 he atartea looking deeper. One Book

QUALITIES NEBIED FOR THE DEEPER STUDIES 


Manly Hall lista seven qualities essential to a person's character before 
he atarts the deeper studies of life. That is, a person should have- those 
qualities if he isn’t going to become self-deluded or a paychic racketeer’ 


The quality we just mentioned is that of conbinulty. To avoid being 
seatterbrained one should pick the teachings of one achool and stick with them 
until they ere mastered. 


Yeara ago in Honolulu I took a group through Annie Begant's "Ancient Wis- 
dom." T owblined each chapter and the fifteen of us reviewed it, one night a 
week, until the book was finished, shifting eround among the three or Pour 
largest homes of the class members, We were about half way through, to the 
chapter on the Buddhic and Nirvanic plenes as I romember and the moeting was 
in the home of a menber who had a house guest from tho mainland. Now, I hadn't 

‘insisted that the class be closed. I had merely warned that any frends brought 
in along the way would likely be lost without tho background of the early chape 
tors., 


"Dost worry about my friend from the mainland,” the member said, "she's 
studied metaphysics for years. She'll enjoy it." 


After introductions were over the friend sat all the way through the class 
without a suggestion, question or comment. She told her hostess afterward that 


we had leat her after the first sentence! 


A second important qualification for the study of metaphysics is an appre- 
ciation of the value of education, especially in the arte and sciences. Here 
is where we leave the devotional types who dont want. to use their brains; the 
“sweetness and light” addicts are left far behind. And here is one good reason 
why Dan Fry and George Van Taggel were chosen for ccomtact. beside the Tact their 
minds happoned to be good receivers, both had practical, fechnical backvrounds , 
Dan Fry in rocket engines and Van Tassel as aà test pilot. A third, self-educa~ 
ted technician who comes to minä is the Brazilian who ror under the name Dino 
Kraspedon. Some of you may bavo read his secience-filled book "My Contact With 
A Flying Saucer," 


Third, says Manly Hall, the candidate for occult honoras must recognize his 
debt to society. "Woe to those who neglect their fellow creatures to serve 


their God." 


Fourth on his list is the importance of motive’ Do you cisim a contact with 
outer space to compensate Por your inferior position in life? To add a phoney 
glamor to an otherwise drab personality which hitherto hes attracted little or 
no attention? That seems to be the motive of the majority of the contactess 
I've mot here in Southern California. When the contactes says, "Behold, I have 
been chosen as the only person on earth to bring you thiswonderful message of 
sweetness of light from outer space.” Then he usually adds this clincher, "All 
other contactees are liars, mine ia the only true message” 
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BECOME A MASTER FOR A HUNTRED DOLLARS) 


Another revealing cheracteristi,g of the phoney is the offer to sell you a 
piece of heaven for a price -= or perhaps a pleco of a Flying Saucer, When a 
conkacteo starts to promote himself end hia revelations with regular commrcial 
advertising techniques, look oub. If his motives are pure he will ist his 
light shine and patiently wals for that light to attract people to him, Tf his 
mytives are not pure he vout nave patience. 


While we're on this fourth characteriatic or quality, the Importance of 
motive, I might aa woll dwell on some of the other characteristics of the 
phoney. If he is what I call a psychic racketoery his career will he marked by 
quick and wmozvlalno departures -» usually with no Porwarding addresa’ 


This indicates that he has run cut of suckera in the locality in whieh he 
has been operating and has to move on to new, more lucrative fields, Tt is ` 
quite probable, too, that ho hes been Pound out. ig falos prophecies and ether 
lies just haven't com bruo. A good example of this is that phoney “Mon Ka” 
‘baloney put out by Dick Miller in 1995. He prophesied that e blazing Fiying 
Saucer would appear in the skies of Los Angeles at 10 p.m. the night of Nov. 
7th. I was listening on è network station in Honolulu thet night, to a req 
mote broadcast from Log Angeles. 10 p.m. came and vent, and no Flying Saucer. 
Sure enough, Dick Miller was not to be found the next day. It was discovered 
leter thet he hed suddenly moved so Santa Monica. 


Another good reason for a quick departure con the part of the psychie rack- 
eteer is that he may be involved In a series of sexual scandals, either homo- 
Bexual or hotercsexual, Tho recketser can always depend on lt that a certain 
number of gullible women willl be attracted by his phoney glamor, If they are 
phyeically attractive encugh, and have money to spend on him, he calls them 
"soul mtes” or perhaps mistresses Prom a previous incarnation -= any excuse 
to gat to bed as quickly as possible. l 


SELF-GLOR IFICATION 


Where the occult motive of the individual is impure you always find that 
ho is primarily working for himself. Everything must come to him; everyone 
must bow to his inflated ego; he mst run the show or there is no show, There 
is no real humility in this type of a person regardless of how loudly he my 
protest to the contrary, and sconer or later his aelfish motives will show him 
up. i 

Before leaving this point I should add one more item. The phoney will try 
to give himself an aura of respectability by hobnobbing with the real ones. 
The phoney is a name-dropper and always pretends a glib familiarity with those 
who have established their worth or. basic principles. But once you have dige 
covered this and try to face him with lt, look out’ He is most likely to be 
evasive if he'll talk with you at all. If you do wring en admission of guile 
out of him it is only a strategic retreat to throw you off guard. If he is 
anything of a black magician at all you are likely to be the subject of a 
psychic attack resulting in terrifying nightmares, illness, accident and broken 
bones, or sudden death. 
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THE DANGERS OF PSYCHISM 


The fifth point on Manly Hell's list is this; The would-be occultist 
must avoid all kinds of psychisem and phenomenalism, And certainly this extrene 
caution must be observed by all who look for or believe they have contact with 
outer space. There's something glamorous about outor space and the desire for 
glamor is a selfish desire. Uhis will just 46 surely lead one astray as drug 
addiction or acute alcoholism. 


The desire for paychic phenomena really leads ws back to the previous 
point, purity of motive, Tho self-deluded comtactes can really see glowing 
objects in the sky. He places them there by the we of his over-active Imagin- 
ation. They are very real to him, though no one else sees them. You will Ping 
that this person has lived among delueions of grandeur since earliest childhood. 
He ig atarved for recognition of hie dveamed-vup greatness and power. You will 
find also that he is an inveterate liar, probably encouraged to "run away from 
reality" by over-loving mother. This person may be well on the road to Insanity 
without realizing it, He ia splitting his personality apart by refusing to re- 

‘cognize the practical realities of dally life. Let me give you an example out 
of my personal experience in Honolulu. 


The first I heard of this young man was when his Flying Saucer story ape 
peared on the front page of the Honolulu Star-Bulletin. From his home in the 
heighte hack of the city he claimed to have seen a glowing epace ehip land on 
a nearby hillside, and then take off. Thie was at night and he was looking in 
the general direction of the Honolulu International Airport. The following day, 
Sunday, he took a group of us to the supposed landing spot. Our investigation 
turned up no evidence of a landing. We even had en Air Force officer along 
with a Geiger counter, to test for possible abnormal radiation, 


This guy was in the limelight now. He had the bit in his teeth and he 
was running. Noxt he showed up with 35mm color shots of Saucers traveling 
through the alr over Honolulu; though strangely enough no one else reported 
them. I believe Max Miller even printed one on thse cover of his “Saucers” 
quarterly. These Saucer pictures were of curved streaks of light in the sky. 
Our deluded young wan claimed to be seeing Saucer avery night from his vantage 
spot in the heights. One of our hard-headed researchers finally went up their 
with him and cams back snort ing. "Landing lights, and running lights, from 
the planes coming into the airport?” 


This didn't disturb our wild-eyed hero for by this time he had a wide-eyed 
following, hanging on to bis every word. I was president: of the Honolulu Lodge 
of the Theosophical Society at the time and he added to his "aura of respecte- 
bility" by joining the Lodge, That was the only meeting he ever attended; for 
the next I heard he was holding weetings of his own in another part of the 
Y.W.C.A. there. Alter a Tew weeks he ran owt of the smattering of metaphysics 
and Saucer jargon he'd picked up Prom his reading. This forced him to resort 
to wilder and crazier statements and claime to hold the attention of hie audi- 
ence. Most of them were willing to listen to anything he said. This is the 
usual pattern. The next thing I heard was that he was climing to be a rein- 
carnation of George Washington! ABmonth after that I was told he hed cracked up. 
He was in the violent ward at Tripler General Hospital.

Aside from the black oya thie egomaniac gave the Saucer movemont, the 
saddest part of tho episode was the humiliation and shock to his family. is 
young wife was pregnant at the time of hie fast trip to looneyville. As a 
result sho had a miscarriage and lost the baby. 


THE TERRIBLE REALITY OF INSANE ILLUSIONS 


Let's go outside the Saucer field for an even better example of how very 
real our subconscious destres can become to us In times of stress. Manly Hail 
gives the example of the Los Angeles businessman who suffered a nervous break 
down because of mismanagement of his affairs., Ho was responsible for his fall.» 
ure but refused to admit 1s, to himself or anyone olse, He had to go to a bane 
itarlum to recuperate and while thore, one day to his delight, his broker shows- 
ed up at his bedaide and the two carried on a conversation that lasted For wo 
hours. If anyone could have overheard it, they would probably have heard the 
businessman justifying tho decisions which led to his Tallure, and the broker 
agreeing with him. 


After the broker had gono the businessman called the nurse and told her of 


. the long conversation ho had held with the broker, She smileð indulgently, 


telling him the sad truth that he had haäno visitors all day. The businesaman 
violently disagreed with her, to the extent that she was forced to call the 
doctor to back her up and calm him down. But the poor, deluded egomaniac ree 
fused to believe either of them. The broker had been there in flesh just as 
solid as their's 


So convinced was he of the reality of that visit thet one of the first 
things he did after recovery was to call on the broker in his downtown office, 
Tor reassurance . 


“fell, no, I never called on you at the hospital,” protested the broker, 
"Tim too damn busy here on the stroet trying to keep sona of these other

So, take this friendly warning, when your daydreams become golla reality 
before your eyes, taking on an a aie avin character of the ir own =- but _nobody 
else sees them ~~ : brother, look owt. You've travelled go far down a ‘path 7 
of inaanity that your personality is literally splitting apart. The opposite 
charteristic of this, in the healthy, well-integrated pergonality, is an opon- 
minded, open-hearted awareness of one's own weaknesses and shortcomings, snd a 
sincere desire to correct them. A Little humor, a willingness to leugh at one's 
self, la a good thing here. The egomaniac has no humr, wiless it is to play 
mean joked on other people.,

Now for point number six. It ia of utmost importance to realize, that with 
an increase in knowledge comes an Increase in responsibility. Are you willing 
to stand back of what you say, what you teach? If you pretend to be wise, do 
you live the advice and counsel you give to others? The paychic racketeers 
set up "Classes , collect the money, give out their little smattering of mota- 
physics, and take off. To hell with responsibility, leave that to the popr sap 
who ie really trying to help people, Guess I'm one of the poor saps. A large 
part of my work as director of BSRA -- and I first learned this while heading 
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the Theosophical Lodge in Honolulu -- is to give enlightenment and encourage- 
Ment to the disillusioned followers of other would-be teachers. One fairly 
common letter in my mil is the query from a puzzled Associate, "I just re- 
ceived a special offer from a high priestess of low occultism, offering to 
make me an Adept in ten easy lessons. Should I take the course?" My reply 

is that the high priestess got the Associate's name from a bought mailing list. 
This means she is promoting, using commercial methods to sell something which 
cant be sold for any price. The lessons might very well be worth what the 
Associate pays for them, but instead of the bright Light of Truth she'll get 
only a dull glow from a very dim bulbi 


THE FORWARD LOOK TO THE NEW AGE 


Manly Hall's final, seventh point is that the candidate for spiritual 
honors ==- or for contact with outer space -- must have a constructive mental 


attitude. 


"All thinking people are dissatisfied with existing conditions," Mr. Hall 
says, "but instead of complaining or criticizing let us set about with dili- 
gence and intelligence to create newer and better conditions." 


When a people comes to the end of an age, and we certainly are coming to 
the end of something here in America today, it is so easy to get into the gloom 
and oom attitude. The advent of Flying Saucers hag increased our conscious 
awareness, Our intellect has been sharpened. One of the resultes of this in- 
creased awareness is that we can see the signs of decay in our culture and we 
are disturbed about them. We see the sources of evil in our political, social 
economic and religious systems. Knowing this it is almost impossible to avold 
becoming gloomy about the future of America and the rest of the world. Pre- 
dictions of all-out atomic war, of the sinking of continents, of the end of 
the world are on every hand. This easily becomes a destructive mental attitude 
which leads to all sorts of negative thinking and behavipr. 


One poor deluded contactes became so chsessed with this doom and gloom 
idea that she actually predicted the sinking of the Los Angeles area on Nov. 
19, 1959. She and a host of her faithful followers hied themselves and their 
worldly goods up to the high desert before the fateful day, which came and went 
without even a respectable earthquake’ You can imagine the mese of claims, 
counter-claims and angry recriminations thet followed that embarrassing pile 
grimage And, of course, the Saucer movement has another black eye. 


We are in the midst of a cataclysm here in America. There is a revolution 
in consciousness golng on. Even if the Flying Saucers had, never come we would 
still have added, we are adding, a new dimension to our understanding with the 
race for outer space. We are developing a new attitude toward the earth and a 
new understanding of our interdependence on each other. These new ideas spell 
the doom of every established institution on the earth today. The men who os- 
tablished and control these institutions are dreadfully aware of the frightful 
acceleration of social change and they are hanging on to their vested interest 
in the past with all their powert 


The constructive person is aware of these pressures for change end prepares 
for them in an orderly way. The wise men who created the government of the 
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United States woro koonly aware of tho growth factor in tho universe and put 
together a political structuro which could yield to the pressure of change. 
Certain poworful forces in our nation aro resisting this pressure, You can 

seo it in tho "silence policy” which has clamped the lid of maximum security 

on Saucer sighting data. An Intelligent, planned roloasing of information 

on Saucer data twelve years ago would have propared the nation in an orderly 
fashion for the impact of the Now Ago. Now the pressure has built up to 

such a point that when the dam breaks tho resulting Flood my be disastrous =- at 
least to those institutions which have stubbornly resisted change. 


THE BARRIER OF IGNORANCE AND DISBELIEF 


fine and time again the Vialtors from outer space have tried to break 
through our limited understanding, always without success except in individual 
cages, In March 1897 a space ship appeared over Sacramento, California and 
bogan a leisurely cruise or survey of the United Stetes . In early April of 
that year it waa seen in the skies over Kansas City. As night is shown great 
searchiights dorn on the streets and houses., Street cara stopped in the mid- 
äle of the block so passengars could get out and look, Thousands went up on 
their housetops for a better view. By mid-April the serial visitor had moved 
on up to Chicago and cruised around thore for overa week, Photographers even 
got a farily good daytime picture of ibt over one of Chicago's railroad stations. 
A Chicago astronomer, asked to use his telescope to get a closer look, said he 
woulda't even bother. The thing could only he a hoax or a product of masa 
hallucination. The apace ship apparently wound up its American tour on April 
20, 1897; for an airship, Flashing bright red, green, Dive and white lights 
appeared in the skies over Sisterville, Virginia. Ita length was estimated 
at 180 feet. 


Here you have the public testimony of thousands of Americans as to the 
reality of aerial visitors, within a period of two months, making big headlines 
in the nations leading newspapers. And what was the net result? The whole 
idea was so completely fantastic that it was quickiy buried and forgotten,

with not even a line of fact or explanation in our schoolhistory books.

T am sure the Visitors foresaw then the probable discovery and development 
of atomic energy, and its use in gigantic bombs, and the poisoning of the 
world's air, water and soil with fission products. Why was this? Becuase it 
has undoubtedly happened on other planets as other great electro-mechanical 
civilizations have come to their peak of power, and annihilated each other with 
their super weapons. I'm sure the Visitors know then, in 1897, that the men 
and women scientista who were to discover and develop atonic Mission were ale 
ready in training for their tasks, if not already engaged in research.

Fifty years later the situation had become so acute because of the pro- 
posed atomic testing program that the Visitors were forcedto show their hand, 
whether they, or we, were ready or not.

THREE DIMENSIONAL CONTACTS WITH 4-D BEINGS 


In 1950, three years after the Maury Island incident, Fry was told that 
the Visitors he contacted were then conditioning their bodies toward eventual 
landing and free movement among ua. It was thought that this would take another 
four yoara, Meanwhile, as ve mentioned before, visual sightings were increased 
until a peak was reached in July, 1952. The propaganda boys were really fry- 
ing for awhile there in Washington. 


To the Visitors this probing program revealed a closed state of mind in 
America, little better than it was in 1897. After Flying Saucers hovered over 
tho White Houge all night long Prealdert Truman seemed only too willing to ace 
cept an Alr Force captain's lame explantion that temperature inversions soms- 
times caused blips on radar screens. A tolephone call to bis own Weather Bue 
roau would bavo informed the Prealdent that there wasn't enough temperature 
difference to cause inversions that night over Washington, or so Keyhoe says 
in hig book, "Flying Saucera From Owter Space.”

VENTSTANS IN LOS ANGELES 


"Ts was around May or June, 1953 when I and my two friends walked into 
the press room of a local Government building in Loa Angeles, As a Pictitions 
name for the reporter we care here to see I will use Jim Morrison, We were 
told that he was covering the John vs, Esperanza Wayne divorce trial several 
floors up. It was a little after 11 am as wo walted outaide the courtroom. 
Morrison soon saw us and came out. Why he was anxious to tell his story at 
the time I do not know, except that I dont believe he gets much sympathy on 
it from the average person, 


"Morrison said it was January or February 1953 when an odd-looking charac- 
ter cano into the City Editor's office of a local newspaper. He told the re- 
ceptionist that he was a Venuaian and came to the paper to get gome publicity. 
The receptionist, who naturally did not believe bim, buzzed the Haitor and, 
aa a gag, was told to inform this Venusian to see one Jim Morrison in the press 
room of the building mentioned previously. 


"Before Morrison got on with the story he described the Venusians. He 
paid that two of them came to the press room and looked so much alike they 
could be twins. They were rather tall, probably slightly over six foat, and 
bad a slight bluish cast to their skin like someone with a bad heart condition 
but not too noticeable. They were terribly thin, he said, with poorly fitting 
clothes. Their hands looked ae though there was no bony structure in the 
joints but were smoothly curved. Their sars seemed slightly pointed, not 
enough so as to be easily noticeable. (Here editor Layne reminded Associates 
of e recent science-fiction story in Colliers dealing with Flying Saucers.) 


"To get on with Morrison's story, he did not at first believe what the 
Venusians told, for which one cant blame him. His first thought was to test 
this person so ke asked for sons proof. Tha Venusian walked over to Morrison's 
desk and ran his thumb nail over the surface, making a gash 1/8 inch or deeper, 
I tried to do this myself and couldn't even scratch the varnish’ This was not 
comuplotely convincing to Morrison at the time and he asked for more proof, 


"tDo you want ma to pick up the desk and throw it out the window?! asked 
the Vonustan. 
"'No,? protested Morrison, *you might pick me up with it.’ 

"Ho asked the man from Venus why he wanted to get publicity end was told 
they wanted to travel. When Morrison told him the story would go around the 
world in half an hour the Venusians were adverse to that idea from then on. 
They told him they landed in a Flying Saucer (as we call them) from Venus in 
the desert near Barstow, California and hitch-hiked on in to Les Angeles. 


"Among other things the Venusians complained pf the terrible heat in Los 
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Angeles, even in winter time. The spokesman for the two said they lived in 
some kind of a ‘steam room’. Asked how they spoke our language so well the 
Venusian replied they were monitoring our televieicn and radio braodaasts . 
Morrison told us that was one of the things that finally caused him to believe 
in the Venusian, his knowledge and vocabulary were limited to no other source 
of information than radio and TV broadcasts. 


“Morrison was told by the visitors that they came to this planet to study 
the minds and thinking of the earth's populace. This waa why they wanted to 
travel. When Morrison asked why the Venusians didn't print counterfeit money 
he was told they didn't have any of our money to counterfeit. He told the 
Venusians to stop by the press room next day, that he could possibly help them 
in somo way. This time he was preparing to give his friend a real test. More 
rison obtained a piece of steel for the Venusian to try to dent. He was not 
disappointed, the thumb-nail of the Venusian made a dent about $ to $ inch 
deep. 


"The Space Being then asked Morrison if he could gat hima job somewhere. 
Morrison didn't think he could, but did try, nevertheless. He asked a friend 
in one of the departments of investigation if there were any vacancies on 
his staff, 


"Where's this guy from?’ asked the friend. 
"'Venus,' veplied Morrison. 


“twhet part of Venus?! quipped the friend, but he did give the Venusian a 
job. 


"We personally interviewed Morrison's friend in the department of investi- 

gation. He impressed us as being quite an intelligent person, and intimated 

ho believed the story, but couldn't say much because it was classified to a 
certain oxtent. He did tell us some amazing stories about the Venusian. He 
said the latter could find persons who were missing (for court trials) within 
two hours, that their best investigators couldn't find in two weeks! Pretty 
soon the Venusian (the fact that he was from Venus was known only to two or 
three persons at the time) was being constantly asked by fellow workers as to 
how he could do this, what amazing powers did he possess. 


"This was the reason, Morrison and his friend guessed, that the Venusian 
completely disappeared two weeks after he started his job. Their whole staff 
of investigators, including the Federal Burean of Investigation, they claimed, 
had not core acrogs any trace of him to the time of our interview. That is ale 
most the close of the story. The last time I called Morrison about it, in Oct- 
ober, he sald the metal plate was locked In the safe in the newspaper office, 


"Very recently I saw an analysis of the metal by one of the largest assayer 
fires in Los Angeles, The pressure that had been put on the metal to make such 
a dent would have to be 1,700 pounds, Also, that pressure put on this type of 
steel by anything here on Earth would break It, and not dent itt The analysis 
of the Indentation showed a large number of elements not present in the rest of 
the metal, close to fifteen other elements as I recall." 
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In spite of the obvious shortcomings of this letter, Cwbler lost one Verne. 
wian half way through hie narrative and never did find him agsin, Meade chose 
to publish it becauso rumors of Venueiens im Los Angeles had already come to 
him. Another Aseociste, John Astley-Cock was Involved in a similar incident 
in June 1953. Jobn was on the editorial staff of the Chicago Tribune then. 


"My desk tolephone rang,’ he wrote Meade, “and a man's voice sald, 'I have 
just arrived from Venus and I would like to talk to you.’ (I thought at first 
it was one of those ‘crazy’ calls that come to the Public Service Dept., which 
had orders to relay to me all calls the nature of which the PSD did not wmdoere 
stand., It was part of my job to handle all those people who think ‘they have 
a atory' or any foreigner whose English was too faulty to make out what he 
wanted.) I replied, ‘You mean Venus etheria, dont you?! and I was mech sure 
prised at his remark, 'Oh, you know something about ust” I replied, ‘Well, 

I kmow more about you than anyone else on the Tribunme.' We had quite a cone 
versation. He told me he waa six foot two and weighed 185 lbs, Asked whether 
be vas landed from a mother ship or a smaller ship he said a smaller and 
laughed when I suggested he must have done ‘quite a compreasion' if the aero- 
form was smail, It was then close to § pm and I made an appointment for him 
to come to my desk at } pm next day, to which he said he would, But he never 
came nor did I hoar from him again, NOW, was it a hoax or en Etherian?” 


Tho net result of these efforts at direct comtact in 1952 and ‘53 mst 
have been pretty discouraging to the Venusians. They soon discovered that we 
aren't ready to mix with them on a direct, friendly basis, the gulf of igno- 
rance ig too great on our part. Some Venuslans had other alms than travel. 


"REMEMBER, WE ARE NEVER FAR AMAY" 


Consider the experience of Paul Vost, writer on metaphysical and philo- 
sophical subjects. Ho lives in Santa Monica, California. One night in June 
1953 he recoived a call from a stranger in Los Angeles. The atranger, identl- 
fying himself only as "Bill" insisted on seeing Vest at his home, spoke of 
having read Vest's article, "Tho Secret Wisdom Behind the Great Religions,” in 
Fate Magazine, May 1953. Paul reluctantly agreed to most Bill at the intere 
section of 20th and Santa Monica Blvd. at 6 pm the next day. 


Paul got to the corner well ahead of time. The 6 pm bus zoomed past the 
intersection without stopping. He watched 1% disappear down Santa Monica. 
The streets were absolutely deserted. Bill couldn't have coms on an earlier 
bus. Paul turned and walked to his ‘car and as he started to get in a voice 
called to him. Dumfounded, Paul Vest looked back at thetbue stop to see a 
man thero waving at him. The stranger walked over to Paul, smiling. 


"I'm Bill -- tho fellow who phoned you last night from Los Angeles.” 


He offered his hand and as Vest took it the hand in his felt “ag though 
it were without any underlying ‘bone structure.” Bill gave him only a vague 
reply aa to how he had gotten there without getting off that non-stop bus. 
They drove over to Vest's nearby apartment. His description of the stranger 
tallies closely with thas given to Cutler by the reporter Jim Morrison. In

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fact, BIL told Vest of his work with a fellow Venusian in the Los Angeles 
investigations department earlier in the year and urged Vest to call the re- 
porter later and verify the information. Vest writes that it was true. I'm 
drawing my information from Vest's article "Venusians Walk Our Streets” in 
Mystic Magazine for August, 1954. 


Bill gave Paul other information which confirmed that he was a person 
of unusual abilities and powers. His main reason in contacting Vest was to 
enlist the ald of a professional journalist in releasing publicity on certain 
contactees and their experiences, especially Orfeo Angelucci. Later he refers 
red. to the work being done Rarer Van Tassel, Meade Layne, Donald Keyhoo,. 
Willisem Pelley, Ray Palmer, E.L.Gardner (English Theosophist} , Mex Miller, age 


mond Lealie and Criswell, 


` They had a long conversation there in Vest's Senta Monica apastment that 
June evening and I'd like to present some of that dialogue, just as I adapted 
it for television presentation on KGMB-TV, Honolulu. This waa done on the Kinl 
Popo show in 1955, with me taking the part of Bill and Carl Hebenstreit reading

BILL: I mst apologize Tor being so insistent on coming to see you but it's 
not for myself, it's for an individual who had a rather wmusual experi- 
ence recently. . . Did you ever hoar of Orfeo Angelucci? 


PAUL: No, I'm sure I haven't,

I've concluded this talk by asking you to share in Paul Vest's convoraa+ 
tion with a space being. I think it most fitting to close with two excerpts 
from the book of Orfeo Angelucci's experiences, "Tho Secret of the Saucers." 
Ray Palmer helped Orfeo to write and edit the work. First published in 1955 
it has since gone through six editions. At first Angelucci thought his exper- 
dences were physical, later he came to realize that they were subjective, or 
spiritual. Out there in outer space he received that first Flash of illuminae 
tion which heralds tho end of a person's human evolution =- and the beginning 
of the Path which leads eventually to at-one-ment with the Divine. I would 
judge that Angelucci took his first initiation out there, and he passed it gute 
cegeafully. For with his newly gained powers came the vow of determination to 
use them to help remove the vell of ignorance from the eyes of hia fellow ren, 
but let’s have it in his own words: 
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"A blinding white beam flashed from the dome of the craft. Momentarily 
I seemed partially to lose consciousness, Everything suspended into a great 
shimmering white light. I seeméd to be projected beyond Time and Space and 
was conscious only of light, Light, LIGHT1 Orfeo, Earth, the past were as 
nothing, a dark dream of a moment. And that dream unfolded before my eyes in 
swift panorama. Every event of my life upon Earth was crystal clear to me =e 
and then memory of all my previous lives upon Earth returned. IN THAT SUB- 
LIME MOMENT I KNEW THE MYSTERY OF LIFE. Also, I realized with a terrible 
certainty that we are all -» each one of us -- TRAPPED IN ETERNITY aNd AL- 
LOWED ONLY ONE BRIEF AWARENESS AT A TIME! . . But I also realized a little 
sadly that Earth could never again really be my home. In the spiritual evo- 
lution of mankind, I had been expendable in this life. Thus I had passed 
through death and attained infinite life... 


"Today I believe with all of my heart, soul and body in my brothers of 
Earth. Because of the innate goodness, honesty, nobility and helpful fellow. 
ship of the countless other men and women of good will. . o my undying faith 
in and love for humanity is forever instilled. . . My lot 18 forever with my 
fellows of earth!

In the 
conviction that every human being upon Earth, trapped in eternity and granted 
only one small awareness of life at a time, will be liberated from our prison 
cells of unreality and attain our high state as liberated sons of God."
